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Piles of crushed cars 
burn at Huron Valley 
Steel on Monday

Billows of black smoke filled the air 
over Huron Valley Steel the afternoon of 
Memorial Day, bringing curious drivers 
off I-94 to see what was burning in the 95- 
degree weather. 

The Van Buren Township Fire Department 
was dispatched to “a rubber pile on fire” 
at 1:48 p.m. Monday, said Fire Public 
Information Officer Lt. Dan Besson. 

Fire fighters found 15’x15’ piles of crushed 
cars on fire over a two-acre area. The cars 
still had their plastic, steel, oil, and rubber 
components intact, waiting to be processed 
and the parts separated before going into 
the plant. Air bags exploded from time to 
time, sounding like gun shots. 

No buildings were on fire. 

Lt. Besson said putting water on the fire 
wasn’t effective because of all the items 
burning underneath. 

He said fire crews took front loaders and 
dug out the piles, bringing each load under 
sprays of water from VBT Ladder Truck 2 
and the Romulus Fire Department aerial 
ladder. That procedure continued until all 
the fires were put out. 

The fire department cleared the scene at 
5:50 p.m. Monday, after about four hours 
at the incident. 

Belleville and Romulus Fire Departments 
provided mutual aid. 

VBT Police cars blocked access to East 
Huron River Drive between Haggerty Road 
and Edison Lake Road/Sandy’s Marina 
during the fire fighting. 

Steel hauler dumps load 

At 10:10 p.m. Monday, VBT Fire Fighters 
were called to a steel hauler that had 
dumped part of its load onto I-94 between 
Hannan and Haggerty roads. 

Lt. Besson said a double-train semi 
carrying coils of steel covered with a tarp 
had the second trailer come loose. It swung 
from side to side and then slid onto its side

in westbound I-94, dragging along and 
finally coming to rest near the Haggerty 
Road exit. 

Lt. Besson said there were no injuries, 
but fire fighters had to stay on the scene for 
traffic control, since two lanes of I-94 were 
blocked for cleanup efforts. He said a tow 
truck came out for the semi and a fork lift 
was needed to lift the coils of steel onto a 
flatbed truck for transport. 

Firemen cleared the scene at 1:30 a.m. 
Tuesday. 

Power lines snagged by truck 
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On Wednesday May 23, at 6:25p.m., the 
VBT Fire Department was dispatched to a 
truck versus an electrical pole accident that 
brought down power lines. 

A dump truck had left the Cadillac 
Asphalt Plant on Old Rawsonville Road, 
near the North Service Drive, with his 
bed still extended in the air and it snagged 
communication lines that ran across Old 
Rawsonville Road as it passed underneath, 
said Lt. Besson. This resulted in the truck 
forcing a utility pole to break away from 
the base and bringing the pole and utility 
lines down on the truck. 

The fire department monitored the 
hazards until the arrival of DTE. The fire 
department cleared at 7:34 p.m. No injuries 
were reported.

Chase bank, the District Library shouldn’t 

be paying bank fees, which has been $1,632 

over the last nine months. 

Library Director Deb Green said once 
the City of Belleville’s account is closed, 
the fees should go away. Before it became 
a district library, the library finances were 
handled by the city.

Anders had hoped to have a draft for 
that evening’s meeting, but had technical 
difficulties, she said.

Donna Collins of Van Buren Township 
shared with me a little, 44-page, blue 
Reference Book for Willow Run Bomber 
Plant that she bought in a garage sale in 
Monroe. 

It originally was compiled for use by the 
plant guides, but then had been updated. 
The version she had said it was compiled 
by the members of the plant guide staff on 
Dec. 1, 1944. This copy had been for Wm. 
Peters. 

The items are in alphabetical order, 
starting with the Administration Building, 
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which was 242’long, 53’ wide, with floor 
space of 55,633 square feet (with garage); 
50 gal. of wax used every five weeks on the 
linoleum. Office occupied in March, 1942. 

In the C’s, cost of building and equipment 
was $103,000,000. 

A chronological order of the project is in 
the back, starting with Jan. 4, 1941, when 
Edsel Ford and other Ford officials travel 
to California to determine whether Ford 
could build B-24 Bombers in quantity. Of 
course, it could and did. 

It notes Miss Agnes Menzies was the 
first woman hired, as a nurse in the first aid 
department on Feb. 11, 1942. 

The details go on until Oct. 31, 1944, the 
last entry in the booklet, that reports total 
production to date as 6,629 ships. 

The booklet carries a wealth of first-hand 
information on the local war effort and 
Donna is going to donate the booklet to the 
Yankee Air Force Museum when we are all 


done admiring the little treasure. 


A story in Monday’s Detroit News quotes 
Menards’ spokesman Jeff Abbott as saying 
that stores in Warren, Livonia, Belleville and 
Chesterfield Township will open sometime 
next year.

But, when I got home, I looked at my 
receipt and was shocked at the sales tax. 
They charged me a 12% sales tax. Thinking 
the fireworks store ripped me off, I was 
furious. 

Before I went back or called the store, 
I Googled fireworks tax Michigan. The 
store didn’t rip me off, it was the state. 
According to Low Impact Fireworks Public 
Act 256 of 2011, “requires those who sell 
low-impact fireworks at retail, collect the 
6% Fireworks Safety Fee in addition to the 
6% Michigan State Sales Tax”. Basically, 
double-taxing fireworks. 

Nobody in the mainstream media reported 
on this double tax. If I knew this, I would 
have headed to Ohio instead. 

I buy a lot of fireworks, so this hit me 
big. I guess next time I’m going to just 
pass the exit to Monroe and drive a little 
farther down the road to Ohio to pick up 
my fireworks.

Cathy Lynn (Stromme) Horste, 66, of Van 
Buren Township, Michigan, passed away on 
Monday, May 21, 2012 following a courageous 
battle with multiple illnesses. 
She was born May 6, 1946 in Wayne, Michigan, 
the daughter of the late Ruth Martha and Melvin 
Edward Stromme.

Cathy had an interest in local history, and she 


and Diane Wilson also wrote “Water Under the 
Bridge - A History of Van Buren Township”. 
Cathy was then named Van Buren Township 
Historian. Cathy was the organizing President 
of the first Belleville Area Historical Society. 
At one time, she was cemetery sexton for Van 
Buren Township. At the time of her demise, she 
was chairperson for the Van Buren Township 
Cemetery Advisory Committee. Cathy has 
written three historical presentations for tours 
of cemeteries in Van Buren and Sumpter 
townships; two of these have been performed. 
Cathy was the last person elected as Constable 
of Van Buren Township. She also broke ground 
by becoming the first woman police officer for 
Van Buren Township. She retired from a proud 
career as a Senior U.S. Customs inspector, 
during her tenure as which she wrote a book 
about the history of customs offices in Michigan 
titled “Collector of Customs, Port of Detroit - 
The First Two Hundred Years”. Cathy was also 
known for her love of roses (of which she had 
over 120), and for her love of animals, including 
the six adopted cats she leaves behind.

Correction: Man used 
baseball bat on person 
trying to help, not wife

In last week’s Independent, we ran a story 
about a domestic violence arrest, but there 
were a few things that need clarification. 

A man tried to intervene in a domestic 
dispute and was assaulted by the husband 
with a baseball bat. The husband did not use 
the bat on his wife, according to Van Buren 
Township Police Lt. Ernie Thornsbury.
